The  Local  Government  Board  has  requested  that,  if 
possible,  a brief  summary  of  events  affecting  the  district 
during  1915  should  be  given  instead  of  the  usual  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Water  Supply. 

One  well  has  been  condemned  and  closed  by  order. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  at  the  Moravian  School,  East 
Tytherton,  has  been  finished  and  is  working  efficiently. 

Two  slop  drains  at  Studley  were  opened  and  put  in 
order. 

Nuisance  Inspection. 

81  Informal  notices  for  abatement  of  Nuisance  were 
issued  and  all  were  complied  with, 

Milk  Supply. 

No  action  has  been  required  under  D.C.M.  orders  nor 
any  inspection  or  other  action  taken  by  Districts  to  which 
milk  is  sent. 

Housing. 

In  accordance  with  the  General  Order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act,  the  following  work  has  been  done  : — 

100  Houses  were  inspected, 

85  Houses  were  found  satisfactory  on  inspection, 

15  Houses  in  which  minor  defects  were  found  on  in- 
spection and  informal  notice  given. 

15  Houses  in  respect  of  which  informal  notices  were 
satisfactorily  complied  with, 


No  House  has  been  demolished  either  on  account  of 
Statutory  notice  or  from  any  other  cause. 

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  and  satis- 
factorily dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — During  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  year  18  cases  occurred  at  intervals.  The  last  case  was 
notified  on  September  12th.  These  cases  were  all  of  a 
mild  character  and  there  were  no  fatal  cases.  The  patients 
were  all  isolated  by  being  sent  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. — Four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis were  notified.  There  were  two  fatal  cases  both  of 
which  had  been  notified  in  previous  years. 

No  School  was  closed  on  account  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Disease. 

Military  Camp. 

A Yeomanry  Brigade  Camp  was  established  on  the 
Queenwood  part  of  Bowood  Park ; it  commenced  in  May 
and  was  dismantled  in  October.  The  water  supply  and  the 
Sanitary  arrangements  were  very  excellent,  and  no 
nuisance  arose  in  connection  with  the  Camp.  Your  Officers 
were  consulted  by  the  Military  Authorities  at  the  com- 
mencement with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  the  excrete,  &c. 
No  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  whilst 
the  camp  existed,  but  two  cases  of  suspected  disease  were 
removed  to  the  District  Isolation  Hospital  for  observation 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
